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INTRODUCTION 



The 1983-84 ARL Statistics presents data collected from the 117 research libraries 
that were members of the Association during the 1983-84 fiscal year. The University of 
Waterloo joined ARL in 1983^-84, and the John Crerar Library relinquished its 
membership* Waterloo's data are included in the Statistics for the first time this year. 
The ARL membership now consists of 105 university libraries and 12 public, 
governmental, and private research collections. A complete list of ARL members is 
provided in the "Guide to Library Code Numbers" on page 7a. 

The tables in the Statistics describe research library collections, interlibrary loans, 
expenditures, and staffing in fiscal 1984, as well as university enrollments, Ph D's 
awarded, and Ph.D. fields. Changes in these measures during the past ten years were 
examined through an analysis of the data from 84 ARL university libraries for the fiscal 
years 1974--75 through 1983-84.1 Some of the results of this analysis are displayed in 
the graph on the opposite page, where the aggregate figures for the 84 libraries are 
converted to index numbers with 1974'-75 equal to 100. Highlights of the analysis are 
described in the following paragraphs. 

Kxpenditures : Total library expenditures include three major categories: 
expenditures for materials (comprising expenditures for non-serials, including 
monographs, and expenditures for current serials); total salaries and wages; and other 
operating expenditures (including binding). Total expenditures in the 84 libraries have 
risen 109% since 1974^-75, from approximately one-third of a billion dollars to 
three-quarters of a billion. The categories of total expenditures have increased by 
different amounts: monographs and other non-serial materials, 93%; current serials, 
155%; salaries and wages, 92%; and other operating expenditures (including binding), 
166%. Previous introductions to the Statistics have lamented the extraordinary 
increases in expenditures for serials during the late 1970's and 1980's. The increases 
now seem to have peaked in 1981, and for the past three years have returned to the 
more moderate levels of the mid-1 970*s. This year's increase of 5.1% is the lowest 
since at least fiscal 1975. What has become more striking than the increases in serials 
expenditures are the increases in other operating expenditures. Since 1975 the 
aggregate of these expenditures for the 84 libraries has been rising at 11.6% per year. 
If maintained, this rate of increase would mean that other operating expenditures will 
double approximately every six to seven years (as indeed these expenditures doubled 
between 1978 and 1984). Why the costs of operations are rising so sharply is not easy to 
determine from the ARL data. Other operating expenditures are a catch-all category 
that includes everything that is not materials and not salaries and wages. To what 
extent do outlays for automation, for example, contribute to the increase in other 
operating costs? This is a question that would require data not currently available in 
the ARL Statistics . 

The ratios of the major expenditure categories to total expenditures have changed 
slightly but steadily over the ten years. Salaries and wages, for example, were 58% of 
total expenditures in 1974-75, but by 1983-84 hao declined to 53%. The major 
expenditure ratios are:

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These figures indicate a modest shift in allocations from salaries and wages to 
materials and operations. This shift held true not only in the aggregate but in individual 
libraries also. 67 of the 84 libraries spent a lower percentage of total expenditures on 
salaries and wag^ in 1984 than in 1975; 65 spent a higher percentage on other operating 
expenditures; and 56 spent a higher percentage on materials. Another change worth 
noting is in the ratio of serials expenditures to expenditures for all library materials. In 
1974-75 serials accounted for about 48% of materials expenditures, rising to 58% in 

1981, but declining during the past three years to 55%. 

Collections : Annual decreases in gross volumes added have been a troubling 
characteristic of ARL libraries since the mid-1970's. By 1982 the 84 libraries were 
adding (that is, cataloging) about one million fewer volumes than they added in 1970. 
During each of the past two years, however, the number of added volumes has increased 
slightly. 55 libraries, or about two-thirds, cataloged more volumes in 1984 than in 

1982. During the ten years current serial subscriptions rose by about 16%. Volumes 
held in the 84 libraries increased by some six million volumes per year, for a ten-year 
increase of 31%. 



Personnel ; Total staff in the 84 libraries (FTE professionals plus nonprofessionals 
plus student assistants) increased by 7%, an increase of 1,758 PTE's. Most of this 
increase was in student assistants, as shown in the following table:

Of the increment of 1,758 PTE's, 9% were professionals, 26% nonprofessionals, and 65% 
student assistants. Consequently, the ten years may be thought of as a period in which 
professional and nonprofessional staffing increased slightly, while the numbers of 
student assistants grew perceptibly. About two-thirds of the libraries each had more 
professionals and more nonprofessionals in 1984 than in 1975; and three-quarters had 
more student assistants. 

An effect of these trends is that staffing ratios also changed slightly. As 
percentages of total staff, the numbers of professionals decreased by 1% and 
nonprofessionals by 2%, while student assistants increased by 3%. As a result, 
nonprofessionals now account for about half of research library staffing, and 
professionals and student assistants each about one-quarter. 

Relations among expenditures and resources ; The analysis F>ermits some 
conclusions about changes in the ratios of various categories of expenditures and 
resources. For example, the ratio of salaries and wages to total staff increased from 
1975 to 1984, while the ratio of total staff to volumes held decreased. Some of the 
more interesting increases or decreases since 1975 are:

Total expenditures per volumes held + 59% 

Total staff per volumes held - 18% 

Expenditures for materials per volumes added, gross +140% 

Other operating expenditures per volumes added, gross +188% 

Total expenditures per volumes added, gross +1 24% 

Total staff per volumes added, gross + 14% 

Total salaries and wages per total staff +78%

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The preceding analysis is based on '•ggpegate data. Those using the ARL Statistics 
to compare individual institutions will need to consult the symtwls indicated in the 
"ARL Library Data Table" and the "Footnotes." Although definitions used in the 
Statistics questionnaire are aimed at achieving consistency, variant reporting practices 
do exist among ARL libraries. For example, the majority of ARL llbrari^ include 
government documents in their count of serials sulMcriptions, but some do not. Some 
ARL libraries catalc^ government documents and report them in their volume count; 
others do not. Symbols are used to indicate which ARL libraries include la\V and 
medical libraries in their reports. Separate counts of the holdings of law school 
libraries are published each year in the spring issue of Law Library Journal . Similar 
statistics for U.S. and Canadian medical school libraries are published annually by the 
Association of Academic Health Sciences Library Directors. To aid comparability, 
expenditures of Canadian libraries are expressed in U.S. dollars in the ARL Statistics ; 
the exchange rate used for 1983-84 is 1.2548 Canadian dollars to one U.S. dollar.^ 

The rank order tables and index scores presented in this publication are not 
intended to imply qualitative evaluations of the institutions described. In comparing 
any individual library to ARL medians or to other ARL members, one must always make 
evaluations within the context of local goals and characteristics.

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THE ARL LIBRARY INDEX* 



The data tables at the beginning of the ARL Statistics display figures reported 
by ARL member libraries in 22 categories that, with the exception of the measures 
of interlibrary loan activity, describe the size of ARL libraries in terms of holdings, 
expenditures, and personnel. The rank order tables provide an overview of the 
ranges and medians for 14 of these categories, or variables, among ARL academic 
libraries, as well as quantitatively comparing each library with other ARL member 
institutions. However, no one of the 22 variables provides a summary measu»*e of a 
librar:)'s relative size within ARL or characterizes the ARL libraries as a whole. 

The ARL Library Index has been derived as a means of providing this summary 
characterization, permitting quantitative comparisons of ARL academic libraries, 
singly and as a group, with other academic libraries. Through the use of statistical 
techniques known as factor analysis, it can be determined that 15 of the variables 
reported to ARL are more closely correlated with each other than with other 
categories. Within this group of 15 variables, some are subsets or combinations of 
others, e.g. expenditures for serials are a subset of expenditures for library 
materials. When the sut>sets and combinations are eliminated, ten variables emerge 
as characteristic of ARL library size. These are: volumes held, volumes added 
(gross), microform units held, current serials received, expenditures for library 
materials, expenditures for binding, total salary and wage expenditures, other 
operating expenditures, numbc of professional staff, and number of nonprofessional 
staff. 

These ten categories delineate an underlying dimension, or factor, of library 
size. By means of principal component analysis, a technique that is a variant cf 
factor analysis, it is possible to calculate the correlations of each of the variables 
with this hypothetical factor of library size. From this analysis, a weight for each 
variable can be determined based upon how closely that variable is correlated with 
the overall dimension of library size defined by all ten categories. A high 
correlation indicates that much of the variation in ARL library size is accounted for 
by the variable in question, implying a characteristic in which ARL libraries are 
relatively alike. The component score coefficients, or weights, fov the 1983-84 ARL 
academic library data are:

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From these weights an individual library can compute an index score that will 
indicate its relative position among ARL libraries with respect to the overall factor 
of library size. The data for each of the ten variables are converted to standard 
normal form and multiplied by the appropriate weight. The resulting scores are 
expressed in terms of the number of standard deviations above or below the mean 
inoex score for ARL academic libraries. Thus the formula* for calculating a 
library's 1983-84 index score is:

The index scores for the 105 academic libraries that were mem,bers of ARL 
during 1983-84 are shown on the following page. It is important to emphasize that 
these scores are only a summary description of library size, distributing ARL 
libraries along a normal curve, based on ten quantitative measures that are 
positively correlated with one another in ARL libraries. The scores are in no way a 
qualitative assessment of the collections, services, or operations of these libraries.
